bonds have all matured: said bonds 
shall bear interest at the rate of five 
[5] per cent per annum, payable semi- 
annually, as evidenced by coupons at- 
tached thereto; said bonds shall 
be 
dated August 1st, 1915 and 
shall be 
oayable at the office of the Sinking 
Fund Trustees in the City of Newark 
State of Ohio. 
Section 3. Said bonds shall express 
upon their face the purpose for which 
they are issued and that they are is- 
sued in pursuance of this ordinance. 
They shall be prepared, issued and de- 
livered under the direction 
of 
the 
Finance Committee of Council and the 
City Auditor and shall be signed by 
the Mayor of said city and by the City 
Auditor and sealed with the corporate 
seal of said City; and the interest cou- 
pons attached to said bonds shall be 
executed by the City Auditor with his 
signature thereto, or he shall have his 
•signature 
printed 
or lithographed 
thereon. 
Section 4. Said bonds shall be first 
offered at par and accrued interest to 
the Trustees of the Sinking- Fund in 
their official capacity, and if the Sink- 
ing Fund Trustees refuse to take; any 
or all of sairl bonds at par and in- 
terest, then said bonds not so taken 
shall bQ offered at par and accrued 
interest to the Board of Commission- 
ers of the Sinking- Fund of the City 
School District: and such of said bonds 
as are not taken shall be advertised 
for public sale and sold in the manner 
provided by law, but not for less than 
their par \'alue and accrued interest.

Be it ordained by the Council of the 
City of Newark. State of Ohio:

tion 1 of Ordinance No. 2171, relating1 
to enipneers for the water works ami 
electric light plants, be and the same 
are amended so as to read as follows:
